Douglas MacArthur’s peace pro- 
nouncement appears to be an expres- 
sion of faith. He urges the United 
States to “proclaim our readiness to 
abolish war in concert with the great 
powers of the world.” 

His plea is for universal peace 
a plea which predates Christianity 
and which scores of public figures 
have made with particular urgency 
since atomic weapon development 
produced the possible alternative of 
world suicide. 

As a profession of faith from Gen. 
MacArthur the words are doubly in- 
teresting. He it was who a few short 
years ago appeared ready to spread 
the Korean conflict beyond the 
bounds of--that~-country~-into~ Re 
China and thence, by potential chain 
reaction, throughout the world. The 
General was relieved of his command 
by President Truman at a time when 
many believed he was about to 
plunge into World War III 

If his pronouncement was-nothing 
more than a profession of faith,-Gen 
MacArthur’ seems ‘to-have-come fut 
cycle in his thinking since the days 
of the Yalu River campaign 

The devotion to the hope of peace 
he voiced in Los Angeles is unques- 
tionably shared by the peoples of -he 
world. But wishing. will not accom 
plish it will unilateral action 
by any one great power. If the Gen- 
eral could present cogent argument 
to prove that all the great powers 
can be persuaded to act in concert, 
then he would have achieved a high 
purpose.

To start, they come at the viewer at an easy 
180 words a minute. ‘Then, by the sixteenth 
lesson, the rate is 570 words a minute. - Offi- 
cials of the firm say that men trained by 
this scheme can now zip through documents 
at lightning speed. No doubt helps them to 
forget faster, too.

Wally Dunham is the type of guy who likes to put a point 
across as clearly as possible. 

One day this week I dropped inito his Gander Sports Shop 
and asked, in all inriocence, “What's new?” 

He just grabbed a spimning 
reel off a shelf and threw it on the floor as hard as he could, 
As I stood there with my mouth agape, he picked the reel up 
and flung it agair like a dramatic Frenchman dis- 
posing of a_wine g!

I'll confess, I started edging. towards the 
door, figuring get away from a man 
addicted to heaving expensive fishing tackle. 
But Wally explained that he merely 
wanted to demonstrate the durable features 
of his prize possession, a spinning reel con- 
structed entirely from nylon 
While I turned down Wally’s invitation 
to “Take it outside and bounce it on the 
sidewalk,” this reel looks like a tremendous 
boon to spin fishing 
4 The Waltco Nyolite 

Boyd featherlight weighs only four ounces 
and is moulded of Du Pont nylon. The hyloy is said to have 
a tensile strength of 13,000 pounds per square inch and has 
been laboratory tested in temperatures ranging from 70 de-, 
grees below zero to 375 above 

Even the inner gears are made from nylon and thus re- 
quire no lubricating. It's weight is about 10 ounces ‘lighter 
than the $29 metal reel I own, 

On casting and retrieving preformance, a couple of prac- 
tice casts showed it to be at least on a par with the other 
metal reels and its extreme lightness makes it a pleasure 
to use. é 

The main axle, the full bale and screws are of stainless 
steel, the only non-nylon parts of the reel 

Unlike metal, the nylon will not corrode if used in salt 
water and needs only to be swished in fresh water 
the salt off. 

The reel has the conventional adjutsable drag, with nylon 
plates, and an anti-reverse button on the butt, also of nylon. 
The model Wally was opaque white. with dark 
Maroon trim 

Included with the reel are two spools, 
200 yards of four-pound test line and the other for 
amount of six-pound test 

The reel will cost you about $17 
year warranty which, at no more than shipping ct 
replace worn parts (whether from noymal or excessive 
broken. parts.

Oak Bay anglers are catching some beautiful winter 
Springs, particularly between Chatham and Discovery Islands, 
and there is an interesting theory in this regard. 

The theory ts that the burrowing sand worms—I believe 
they belong to the nemerata class—are in breeding season. 
During their breeding season, these worms leave their usual 
habitat of the sea bottom and float near or right on the sur 
face. 

Apparently salmon gorge themselves on the sea worms 
during the breeding time. A good many reports from Oak 
Bay anglers say some of the fish they catch are’so full of the 
worms they disgorge huge amounts of them after being 
caught. 

Some anglers out there are using wotms as bait, rigging 
them in the Wormite, a plastic tube that uses a worm in much 
the same way that the Stripteaser employs herring strip.

For some years Mr Du 
Plessis simply refused federal 
subsidies, thus lost his prov- 
ince well over a hundred mil- 
jion dollars but maintained 
what he calls Quebec's “auton 
omy.” What he really wanted 
and secured was a grievance 
against the federal govern- 
ment, which is the only policy 
he has 

But last spring he could no 
longer maintain against his 
own people such an unjust 
situation, or afford to finance 
on his existing revenues. He 
therefore imposed a provincial 
income tax and demanded that 
the federal government ex 
empt his people’ by a like

'Gold Subsidies 
To Be Reduced 


OTTAWA (CP)—Mines Min 
ister Prudham Thursday night 
announced a scale-down in fed- 
eral gold-mining: subsidies, esti 
mated by officials to save the 
treasury and taxpayers about 
$4,500,000 a year. The emerg 
ency aid will continue for two 
years—1955 and 1956—under a 
sharply-revised formula. 

Under revisions he announced 
in the Commons mines whose 
production costs are $26.50 an 
ounce or less will no longer 
be eligible for aid. Previously 
mines with production cost? of 
more than $18 an ounce were 
eligible 

In addition, the maximum 
rate of assistance is reduced to 
$12.33 an ounce from $13.50. 

Officials said the effect of the 
new payments formula will be 
that federal outlays which 
totaled about $16,500,000 in 
1954 will be reduced in the cur- 
rent year to about $12,000,000.
